President Medina, who was overthrown by 
ttio rebel Junta composed of the rank and file 
of the army, led by the younger oftlcers, was 
one ot the moat popular leaders the country 
has had in Its recent history. 

Under President Medina's administration, 
Venezuela enjoyed the close friendship of the 
United States and other American nations. 
H» brought about many improvements In 
agriculture. Industry and education. His lead- 
ership in setting Venezuela against the axis 
early In the war endeared hLi administration 
to the democracies of the world. 

If the current revolution was truly Intend- 
«d to prevent seizure ol the government by 
fascist elements in next year's elections, then 
the motive mu.st bo heartily commended al- 
though no American can condone elec- 
Uoneerlng with bullets Instead ol ballots. 

The Argentine situation, where a military 
dictatorship has continued to rule despite 
outBlde pressures and internal opposition. Is 
easily seen as influencing the governmental 
trends ot all other Latin American countries, 
where military elements constantly are bat- 
tling among themselves for control. 

That the Peron regime can continue to 
dominate against the wishes of a majority of 
the public and a large part of the military la 
.Incredible. It is even more Incredible that 
measures the world powers have taken 
force return to democratic government have 
failed. And because the dictators continue to 
override opposition, Argentina haa become a 
bad apple which, unless the rot Is eliminated, 
may spoil all the other apples In the barrel 
of Bouth America,
